Nizami; he actively work to spread the Sufi message of 
Hazrat Khwaja Nizamuddin Aulia and Hazrat Amir Khusro 
and other Nizami Sufi saints; convenes seminars and 
other functions to educate people about the true 
message of Sufi saints; prints and distributes literature of 
Hazrat Khwaja Nizamuddin Aulia and others to promote 
communal harmony and peace; participated, presented 
papers and delivered lectures in national and 
international seminars and gatherings on Sufism, national 
integration and communal harmony. 



ARCHBISHOP ANIL COUTO 

(Archbishop of Delhi) 

Archbishop Couto, a native of Goa, did his ecclesiastical studies 
at the Seminary of Our Lady at Saligao and his philosophical 
studies at the Patriarchal Seminary at Rachol in Goa. He joined 
the Archdiocese of Delhi in June 1977 and after completing his 
theological studies at Vidyajyoti College of Theology, was 
ordained as a priest in February 1981 and was appointed as 
Priest-in-Charge of the Rohtak Mission in North Haryana in 1982. 
In 1988, he took over as the Principal of St. Michael’s Junior 
School, Prasad Nagar. In 1991, he was appointed as Rector of 
Pratiksha, the Archdiocesan Major Seminary. Thereafter, Fr. 
Couto was sent to Rome to do his doctorate in Ecumenical 
Theology. In 1999, the late Archbishop Alan de Lastic appointed 
Fr. Couto as one of the Episcopal Vicars of the Archdiocese of 
Delhi. On the 17th of January 2001, Pope John Paul II appointed 
him as the Titular Bishop of Cenculiana and Auxiliary Bishop of 
Delhi. In April 2007, Pope Benedict XVI transferred him to 
Jalandhar as Bishop and in January 2013 Bishop Couto returned 
to Delhi as its Archbishop and was installed on 20th January, 
2013. At present, he is also CCBI Secretary General, Chairman, 
CCBI Commission for Theology & Doctrine and is associated as 
head or member with a number of other organisations. 



FAISAL KHAN 

(Khudai Khidmatgar/ National Alliance of People's Movement) 
Faisal Khan is associated with many civil and human rights 
movements and organisations in the country; he will be seen 
anywhere where there is tension and communal problem, 
trying to pacify people and bring sanity to society; has 
received many awards in appreciation of his services; takes 
out yatras to places witnessing tension to promote harmony 
including ones he took to Srinagar and Multan; he has 
organized many conventions, summits and camps in many 
parts of the country to promote peace; undertakes relief work 
in distressed areas like Muzaffarnagar, Bodoland, 

Uttarakhand during 2014 floods and during Bihar floods in 
2015, 2016 and 2017. He is a one-man army ready to march 
anywhere to promote peace and communal harmony.

A student and community leader since her early 
days, at present she is President of Shiromani Akali 
Dal (Istri Wing) Delhi State; Member, Delhi Sikh 
Gurdwara Management Committee; Vice 
Chairperson, Ramgarhia Co-op. Bank Ltd.; helping 
weaker sections of society to avail government 
facilities like scholarships etc. 


S. GURVINDER SINGH KOHAT 

A graduate of Delhi University, Kohat organises summer camps 
for children and youth in the age group of 5-20 to impart 
training to them about their social responsibilities and duties 
toward their families and parents; he holds weekly classes to

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(IT professional. Convener, United Sikh Mission) 
Harminder Singh started advocacy and fight for human 
rights at a young age. He formed Peace Mission when he 
understood that there is an attempt in the country to incite 
violence among different communities and religions for 
political reasons. Peace Mission oganized visits deep 
inside conflict areas to resolve issues by forming 
delegations of intellectuals of different communities and 
providing relief materials to the victims. His organisaiton 
offered held to the victims of Muzaffarnagar riots (2013), 
Saharanpur riots (2014) and Hyderabad riots (2014). 
Every year during the Muslim fasting month of Ramadan, 
Singh organises Iftar parties to promote communal 
harmony; he participated in various protests and seminars 
against injustice, communal hatred and draconian laws 
against minorities for which he has been harassed and 
intimidated, but he does not want to give up,saying, 
“Intimidations make me braver.”

(Management guru)

(social reformer) 

Popularly known as Swami Agnivesh, he is an Indian 
politician and a former Member of the Haryana Legislative 
Assembly and a minister there in his early days. An Arya 
Samaj scholar and a social activist, he is best known for his 
work against bonded labour through the Bonded Labour 
Liberation Front, which he founded in 1981. He is a relentless 
fighter against caste system and social evils.

(Imam, Noorani Masjid, Asansol, West 
Bengal) 

Maulana Rashidi made headlines 
across the world as a messenger of 
peace when he refused to support any 
violence in the wake of the brutal 
murder of his 16-year-old son, 
Sibtullah, during communal riots in the 
city on 27 March 2018 and threatened 
to leave the city for good if that 
happened. As a result Asansol was 
spared a major riot. An Imam and 
religious teacher by profession, he 
displayed great courage after the body 
of his son was recovered by calming 
down an agitated Muslim mob that was 
baying for blood, saying “I have lost 
my son. But that cannot be the reason 
for peace being disturbed and for 
people of two communities killing each 
other. Anyone who fears Allah and 
loves Allah cannot call for revenge. 
Forgiving is a lesson of Islam.” 


PROF. VIPIN TRIPATHI 

(NT Delhi, Physics Department) 

He has served as professor of physics in a 
number of universities in India and the US for the 
last 40 years. He is an author of numerous books 
and research papers in his field, but his passion is 
communal harmony and he will be found among 
the first to reach any spot of tension in the country 
as a one-man fire-fighting army. 


(Sub Inspector, Ramnagar PS, Dist. Nainital 
protecting a Muslim youth) 

Gagandeep Singh, Sub-Inspector at Ram Nagar 
Police Station, Ramnagar, Distt. Nainital 244715 
made history while protecting a Muslim youth from 
a mob in his area on 22 May, 2019. The whole 
country appreciated his bravery and high moral 
quality. The Chairman, Delhi Minorities 
Commission sent him a letter of appreciation 
calling him a “role model for our people, especially 
police officers, who take their responsibilities 
seriously and discharge their duties at their own 
physical risk.” 


Fr. VICTOR EDWIN 

(Vidya Jyoti College of Theology, Delhi) 

Father Edwin is director. Department of Islamic Studies at 
Vidya Jyoti College of Theology. Besides his studies in 
philosophy and science, he acquired an MA in theology 
(Delhi), M.Phil in Interfaith Relations from the University of 
Birmingham, M.A. in Islamic Studies from Aligarh Muslim 
University, and a PhD from the department of Islamic 
Studies, Jamia Millia Islamia. He teaches in a number of 
Christian theological institutions in Chennai, Hyderabad, 
Pune, Nagpur, Ranchi and Varanasi, edits Salaam, the 
journal of Islamic Studies Association and coordinates 
Jesuit relations with Muslims in South Asia. He is 
dedicated to inter-faith dialogue and promotes better 
relations with believers of other faiths.

and 4 Years - A report (with Shabnam Hashmi and 
Leena Dabiru). He is continuing his work on 
Hindutva in the context of lynching, targeting of 
Christians as in Kandhamal, Orissa in 2007-8 and 
of Muslims. He is a well-known speaker on issues 
of civil liberties, secularism and peace.

Advocate Abu Bakr Sabbaq is a renowned 
yet young criminal lawyer and a social 
activist based in Delhi.

Gonsalves is the founder of Human Rights Law Network (HRLN), India’s leading public interest law group. A 
graduate of the Indian Institute of Technology, Bombay, he started his professional life as a civil engineer but was 
drawn into the field of law through his work with trade unions in Bombay. Upon attaining his law degree in 1983, 
Gonsalves co-founded the Human Rights Law Network (HRLN) and developed it into a national organisation that 
brought together over 200 lawyers and paralegals operating out of 28 offices spread across the country. 
Gonsalves was designated as Senior Advocate in Bombay high court before moving to the Supreme Court of 
India in 2000. He has brought numerous precedent-setting cases to the Supreme Court and the High Courts of 
various states. Amongst these was the “Right to Food” case in the Supreme Court of India which ordered 
subsidized grain to be given to 700 million poor persons. Gonsalves has written, edited/co-edited a nu 
articles and books on a range of human rights law issues. He was presented with the “InternatiorigWfy^n 
Rights Award” by the American Bar Association in 2005. In 2010, he was conferred an honoj;aJf’'3oQt(5Tate by the 
Uni yersity o f Middlesex, UK and was awarded the Right Livelihood Award in 2017

lawyer; legal consultant for Alliance 
Defending Freedom (ADF) International, 
New Delhi, General Secretary of the 
Christian Legal Association in India) 
Tehmina Arora is a human right lawyer 
practicing in Delhi. She is an active 
advocate for the rights of religious minorities 
and law and development. She serves as 
Legal Consultant for ADF International and 
Senior Fellow, South and Southeast Asia 
Action Team, Religious Freedom Institute. 
Tehmina is also the founding trustee of ADF 
India, an Indian non-profit that provides 
legal aid to vulnerable communities. She 
earned her LLB from the Faculty of Law and 
her Bachelor in Arts from Delhi University. 






RAVI NAIR 

(the Executive Director, South Asia Human Rights 
Documentation Centre) 

Heading the South Asia Human Rights Documentation 
Centre (SAHRDC) since 1990, Nair was a founder- 
member of the Association for the Protection of 
Democratic Rights (APDR), established in 1974. He was 
Executive Committee member of the People's Union for 
Civil Liberties (PUCL), Delhi State, from 1977 to 1982. 
He was Trade Union Coordinator of the indian section of 
Amnesty International during 1979- 1981. He was also 
Executive Committee Member of the Indian section of 
Amnesty internationai from 1981 to 1983 and Nationai 
Secretary from 1983 to 1985. He was a member of the 
International Executive Committee of Amnesty 
internationai from 1989 to 1991. Nair is the recipient of 
many national and international awards. He has served 
on the Curriculum Development Committee of the 
University Grants Commission of india for the teaching 
of Human Rights 

in Law Schools across India. He is a regular guest 
lecturer at universities across India. He was a visiting 
professor at Mahidol University, Thailand for the MA 
programme on Human Rights for the year 2005. He is a 
regular guest lecturer at the National Judicial Academy, 
Bhopal, and the Delhi Judicial Academy. Nair has 
intervened on behalf of the Sri Lankan Tamil refugees, 
Bhutanese refugees in Nepal, the Jhumma refugees 
from the Chittagong Hill Tracts of Bangladesh, refugees 
from Burma and a large number of urban refugees from 
Afghanistan, Iran, Sudan and Ethiopia under the 
protection of the United Nations High Commissioner for 
Refugees (UNHCR) in New Delhi. He was the first 
human rights activist to assist Bhutanese refugees in the 
jungles of Kokrajhar district in Assam when they were 
fleeing from Bhutan in October 1989. On the basis of 
Ravi Nair's intervention on behalf of SAHRDC, India's 
National Human Rights Commission directed the 
Government of India to release over 70 million Indian 
rupees, which had been withheld in order to force the 
Jhumma refugees to return to Bangiadesh by making 
the camp conditions untenable. Internationally, he has in 
the past been South Asia’s focal point in the UNHCR's's 
Partnership in Action (PARinAC) Programme. He has 
participated as an NGO representative in various 
Executive Committee meetings of UNHCR in Geneva to 
highiight the piight of the refugees in South Asia. He is 
presently active in ensuring that Rohingya refugees from 
Myanmar are not deported arbitrarily without due 
process of iaw. Nair has been arrested numerous times 
for his civil liberties activities. As a result of his active 
opposition to the Emergency imposed in 1975-1976 by 
the then Prime Minister Indira Gandhi, Nair was 
arrested and imprisoned under the Defence of India 
Rules. The history of human rights advocacy in India will 
not be complete without mentioning Nair and his roie as 
a bold protector of rights of the down-trodden.

Sachdeva began his career as lawyer in 
2006. At present, he is the Managing- 
Founder of Sachdeva & Co. law office in 
Delhi.
